TWO GHILDREN RUN A FURROW 


TO STOP THB FLAMBS. - 


The Intelligence of Household Animais in thé +; 


Hmergency Created by the Swesping Fire-

Vicinity for seyeral-deye have inflicted severé 


damege upon farmers and others, besides 
affrighting the country for miles around, 
There has been little rain oflate, and the hot 
weather has left everything aa dry as tinder! 
for several evenings before the fires reached 
here their glow could be seen along the 
horizon, and men were at work preparing for 
the visitation. The most common preventive 


‘was to run furrows around fields or build. 


ings which it was eapetially desired to protect 
from the flames as wellasto remove every- 
thing that promised to feedthe fire. Small 
farmers have suffered more than large ones, 
because they have not the facilities for fighting 
fire and their crops re, as a rule, notso well 
protected. For miles to the north and south 
ofthis place almost every setiler has suffered 
to some extent, and nearly allof them are 


worn culwith constant watching and work- 
ing. ' 
When the fires reached 4 pple creek, north 
been on the alert 
for several days. Every night, as darkness 
closed in on them, they saw the glare of the 
distant firesin the sky becoming more and 
more distinct, and duripg the duy the smoke 
inereaced until it ~ became all but 
suffocating. One night, as the 
watchers scanned the western horison, 
they saw the bright flames of the fire and they 
knew that their enemy was upon them. Ag 
.t crept along the heavens bocame lurid as far 
ag ihe eye could reach, and even the stoutest 
‘f hearts quailed before the. fiery ordeal 
which tkey knew they must pass, All 
night long men and boys were rid- 
ing to and fro. giving the 
ing and calling for help for the most exposed 
points, and before morning everybody who 


was able to work was out on the picket line, | 


Besides the men, delicate women and chil- 
dren, begrimed with smoke and dirt, stood for 
hours beating back the flames, or yielding at 
last, asthey had to in most cases, to their ad-~ 
vance. 

Coming through the stubble the fires sound 
like the advance of an army under rapid fire 
of musketry. They lick up tencesin a jiffy and 
éweep away shocks of grain and stacks. of 
strawand hay with such rapidity that when 
these are once in flames they vanish inatantly. 

Joming to a furrow they sometimes die away, 
but quite as ofien some sparks crosses the 
camp earth,andthe onward march is re- 
eumed. In thesetrenches hundreds of men, 
women and children have stood and battled 
28 Valiantly as any soldiers ever did, and 
where bomes and barns are spared their safe- 
ty bas been purchased by vigilance and toil 
which fall little short of heroism. 

Several miles south of Sterling the Stevens 
family, which recently took a small farm, lost 
nearly everything, though their lives were 
spared through the exertions of a little boy 


baving gathered his crops, was away from 


_ home working for other farmers when the fire 


came upon them. The mother was an invalid 
and could do little to assist in the work,but the 
children went at it most energetically. The boy 
bad heard of the furrow device, and, taking 
the team and the plough, he made an efiort to 
run a trench around the houses and the sheds, 
and afterward around the stacks of unthrashed 
wheat. Hewasnotstrong enough to make 
much of a success of the enterprise, but he did 


‘manage to get something of a furrow around 


one side of the house and sheds, the little girl 
helping him in every way that she could. 
After they bad toiled in this way ali one day, 
end had returned to the house, it became 
evident that the fires would reach them before 
morning. Escape seemed out of the question, for 
on all sides the eky.was red and occasionally 
the horizon would be lighted up with leaping 
flames, Leaving the wheat stack to its fate, 
the children devoted themselves to the house 
and sheds, and unaided, the two little ones, 
by the use of brooms, shovelsand water, saved 
their home, though the crop was lost. Wher- 
ever they could they dug upfresh earth, and 
at other places, when the flames seemed to be 
geining on them, they used water, until the 
fires finally died out for wantof food. Both 
were severcly burned, and the little girl, who 
is not more than eight years old, is as present 
under medical treatment. 

In the Apple Creek district, Henry Willits, 
while going across lots to a neignvor’s for 
help, found the fires closing in on him, and 
maée forthe highway, in the hope that he 
could escape them, Forced gradually to leave 
ihe direct route, he soon became dewildered, 
and not knowing which way to turn, he made 
fur a tre@and climbed it. From bis posi- 
tion on an upper limb, he could see that 
he was surrounded, and that it would not 
be long before the fiames weuld be di- 
rectly beneath him. Then: he began to 
fear thai the tree might take fire, as it was 
dry and inflammable, Descending to the 
ground, he Jooked for a match, with the in- 
tention of burning off a piece of ground near 
him, but finding none in bis pockets, he made 
a terch of long grasses, and‘ran out to meet 
the fire. Wheat he intended fo do had to be 
done guiekly. Lighting the. torch, he made 
baste 1n his return to the tree; and got there 
with just fire enough to fan the stubble into a 
bleze. Fromthis he set other fires, assisting 
them with his breath until he soon had 
« petch burning mesr him and well 
under control. Haviog burned oii every- 
thing wear the tree, he remounted and 
ewaited developments. The fires conve slowly 
on all sides, making the air insuflerably hot 
exd smoky, and burning up to the cleared 
place, Went Out, though raging in the distance 
as fiercely as ever. The air was so full o! 
smoke that he could see nothing at any dis- 
tenee, and as night was coming on” he per- 
ceived that unless he wanted to stay in the 
tree until merning he would have to make anu 
eflort te find the highway. He camo to the 
grcund and groped around over the black and 
well-baked cart for a distance of perhaps 
300 feet, and eame directly upon the highway 
which he had been looking for. If he had 
kept on in the first place be might have saved

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| himself a great deal of trouble.

He has 
represented his county in the state senate, and 
has long been a leading citizen. His fortune is 


estimated at one hundred thousand dollars, the 


most of which he bas made out of his profession. 
He is never known to make a speech, but his 
clients are willing te pay well for his counsel. 
Thomas Warthen, another brother, has devoted 
himself to practical life, being both a merchant 
avrdafarmer, He resides at the old homestead, 
and ranks as the most progressive man in his 
county. I haye never met # man with more prac 
tical sense. His mind seems to grasp instinctively 
the practical relations of things, and as a conse: 
quence he igs uniformly successful. He has con- 
ductedan experiment this year, the success of 
which may work wonders in the system o! cuiti- 
vatipg crops. By the use of the Corbin disc har- 
row in preparing the land, and the Planet, Jr, in 
cultivating it, he has ‘“‘tended,”’ with one hand 
and two mules, one hundred acres

EARLY OGLETHORPE. 


Life and Times in a Famous 
ity. 

LExIKGTON, Ga., September 30. —[Special. }—-The 
early history of this county, Oglethorpe, is quite 
interesting. The county was originally laid out 
in 1799, and bears the name of Georgia’s illustri- 
ous founder, General Oglethorpe. From an 
address delivered by Hon. rge R. Gilmer, at 
Athens, many years go, the following extracts 


are very interesting: } 

Miles Jennings was aleather stocking old man 
who lived, when the Yazoo act passed, in the 
county of Oglethorpe, at the place since known 
as Crabtree. He had been, before he move to 
Georgia,an Indian fighter on the frontier of North 
Carolina and Virginia. He retained during life the 
gun with which he fought the great battle of the 
“Point,” where the Indians of the west, under 
Logan, did not yield the victory until after they 
had foteht the whites hand to hand from suurise 
until dark. — 

On the morning of the day of the first general 


Local- 


meeting of the people of Oglethorpe, after the 


passege of the Yazoo act, & neighbor, who 
lived on the other side of Crabtree came by, 
whilst Miles Jennings made reagy to accompany 
him. Jennings puta rope in his pocket before he 
left home. He was asiv’ent man and said nothing 
ofhis purpcse. Upon being asked by his neigh- 
bor what he intended to do with the rope, he re- 
plied, “Hang Musgrove.”” When they arrived at 
the courthouse from their distant part of the 
county all the people had assembled. Miles Jen- 
nines hitched his horse, went into the crowd, 
pulled from his pocket the rope, and, holding it 
up at arms length, cried out, ‘Neighbors, this 
rope is to hang Musgrove, who sold the people’s 
land for a bribe!’’ The lashing of the surge upon 
the shore when the ocean is driven bythe most 
furious storm was not louder than 


the noise of the people excited into 


tumult by Jennings’s words and the sight of the 
elevated rope. No human power could have 
saved Musgroye from hanging if Jennings’s 
neighbors had not giyen him notice to make his

There was no school in the Goose Pond neigh: 
borhood on Broad river from its first settlement 
in 1784 to 1796. Hewever, the first teacher was a 
deserter from the BAitish navy, whose only qualis 
fication was that he could write.

Carnesville Register: Thomas Payne, of our 
district, bas a plow that isa genuine relic of an- 
tiquity. It has been kept in the Payne family as 
a sort of heirloom for more than 200 years, and 
bélonged originally to one Littleton M. Payne, 
one of the ancestors of our friend, Thomas, who 
lived somewhere away backin the past. It is a 
piece o2 iron about fourteen inches in length and 
slightly bent. The upper part, which was fastened 
to what they called a stock, is about four inches 
wide and bas a square hole in the center and near 
the top, about: three-fourths of an inch 
in diameter. The middle is somewhat 
epread ut and the other end drawa 
to arhaip point. It is a clumsy contrivance fora 
plow, and worked at a great mechanical disadvan- 
tage. With such an instrument a stout mule 
could not have broken the land to a greater 
depth than four or five inches, and about the 
ssme width. The methods of farming must have 
been very laborious and primitive in the days of 
Littleton M. Payne. With the force necessary to 
draw that ancient plow one can take theimproved 
lever, back ection plow of the pres- 
ent day and pulverize the soil eight- 
teen inches deep and five feetin width. Speaking 
of farming implements suggests the mention of 
David N, Watkips’s'new-cotton machine. Oa last 
Saturdsy Mr. Watkins ani Reuben Higgins, with 
four mules, picked, ginned and packed four bales 
of cotten, each weighting 500 unds. The Mma- 
chine gins the cotton as it is drawn from the bolls 
—the seeds may be caughtin sacks and dumped 
on the ground or scattered evenly over thesuriace 
a... 6 fertilizer. All the work is 
cone by machinery, and only two 
hauds are necessary—one to drive the team and 
the other to keep an eye on the machive. The 
lint is partialiy comprerred by tie machine as it 
is ginved, and when enough has ocvn packed for 
a bale, it is carried to the pres® wrere the picking 
iscomrpleted by hand. The machine has en ate 
techment for packing ore bhuudred pound bales, 
which ele Cumpjes is the field es they are packed, 
There is really very little use for a large. heavy 
Press, R8 Merchauts and shippers preier handing 
the light bales,

THE RAILROAD BILL. 

The railroad bill comes up before the house 

today. The legislature has had no more 

‘important question before it than this 
bill, We appeal to the legislature to lay 
aside atl prejadice, and to consider the ques- 
tions inyolved in this bil with the single 
purposre to do their duty. between the rati- 
roads and the people. 

The commission was instituted for this 
pu) pose alone; that is, to stand impartiaily 
between. the two. There has been grave 
objections urged to the present lawas ad- 

oinistered by the railroad commissioners, 
from the press avd the people. There has 
never been a question of such great impor- 
tance thet has bad such a solid support, both 
from the press and the peop!e, as the pending 
proposition to modify the present law. All 
the newepapere buta few, andover twenty 
'. thousand petitions from all paris of the 
state, are before the legislature—and opposed 
to this overwhelming showingisa half-doz3n 
anopymcus writers, and Dr. W. H. Felton. 
He hascomeout inan interview over his 
own bpame, beforethe matter came before 
the house, and has written a letter over his 
own name, which was published, opposing 
the pending bill. . 3 

Dr, Felton is the recogn‘zed leader in the 
housein opposition tothisbill. He hasgiven 
direction -as to the course to be pureued so. 
far, and we presume wili do 80 in the discus- 
gion that will follow today. Mr. Berner and 
Mr, Arnheim will follow’ his lead, and the 
advocates of the bill will fiad them ready to 
mske a grand assault on the senate bill, We 
trust there is wisdom, justice and moderation 
exough in the house to pass the bill as it 
came from ihe senate. it is just and right, 
end oughtio be the law. I/it needs mate- 
rial modifiation ; let the house in its wisdom 
meke it—but not from prejudice or in the 
epirit of epiie or demagoguery. The railroads 

of thisstate are a partof thestate. They 
reed the encoursgement and protection of 
thelaw justas much as the people of the 
_ttatedo. When they oppress the peop'e by . 
upjust rates or improper discrimination, and 
he present law is foun d insufficient to check 
it, the legislature will be ready to amend 
the law so as tocompel themto desist, and 
Tue ConrsTITUTION will not be found silent in 


calling attention to their derelictnese, 


CROPS AND BUSINESS. 

The crops are all made, and asa rule they 
are good. There is a deficiency of winter 
wheat, but the spring wheat turned out fine- 
ly, and the amount of the twoabove con- 
sumpticn and seed when added to the large 


~~ gurplus of last years’ magnificent crop, will 


give usa large amcunt for export. In fact. 
the chief anxiety relates toa market for the 
surplus in Lurope, and not tothe siza of the 
surpics. The cropis put, by the best judges, 
at 350,000,009 bushe!s; we carried over from 
last year about 120,000,000 bushels, giving us 
for all purposes 470,000,000 bushels. Con- 
sumption and seed and the usual reserve 
require about 370,000,000 bushele, In round 


-— “sumbers we, therefore, have 100,000,000 


butbels of wheat to eell to other countries. 
/ Thecorncropis an immense one. It is 
_ beyond barra, and will probably be fully up 


| }i6n bushels, waking it the leading corn grow- 

ing state of the country. Such a corn crop 
meens of course, more hogs and a general in- 
crease in the production of provisions. 

The cotton crop will not equal the san- 
guine estimates of a month ago, when an 
unexampled outturn was predicted. Vari- 
ous Cisasters bave shortened it, until a crop 
nearer six million than seven million bales 
is allthat can be counted on. But six mil- 
lion bales will do, aithough stocks, have 
been greatly reduced. It may be the crop 


will bring us from other countries nearly as 


much money as one a million bales larger 
would have done, | 

It is safe to cay, in summing up, that we 
have all the wheat, all the corn, all the pro- 
visions and all the cotton that the outside 
world will take from us at remunerative 
prices, and are therefore in a good position 
{o teke advantage of any war or otherchange 
in foreign marke{s. As yet our export trade 
is moving slowly, but qnr storehouses are 
ful], and the wor!d will be apt to draw upon 
them before long. Itmust take our cotton 
to clothe its naked; and it will be strange if 
heavy drafts are not made to satisfy the 
hunger of its swarming population. The 
faith in a considerable foreign movement is 
maintained. 

At home the effects of good crops are folt. 
There is more activity than there was one 
yearego. There is no great degree of active 
ity, but in nearly al] branches of trade the 
prospect is brighter. More dry goods have 
been distributed, and a great deal of pig-iron 
bes been marketed, and steel rails have ad- 
vanced, If a foreign demand for our products 


should set in, the year would show very 
handsome gains over the trade of the pre- 
ceeding yeer. 

The ecuthis certainly enjoying its share 
‘of tbe gaine, and good reports come 
from the northwest, and when the south 
and northwest are locking up, all other sec- 
tions begin tosmile and to regain courage. 
Cepitel is still however very timid, and an- 
other year of good luck and good crops will 
probably be necessary to fully restore confi- 
cence.

No 
wonder thathe looks twenty years older 
than his real age,” He is hopelessly in debt. 
He is thoroughly unfit for any work outside 
of his routine business, and his wife has been 
made equally useless, not tosay frivolous, 
by the influence of Weshington life. 

Every night when this wornout human 
mechbine turns his heggard face over on ths 
pillow, a vision of the far-away red hills of 
Georgia flits before the weary eyes, and the 
tired toiler’s last waking thoughts dwell re-

THE NEW HAMPSHIRE INSURANCE 
FIGHT, 

The insurance situation in New Hampshire 
is growing interesting. It will be remem- 
bered that every insurance company in New 
Hampshire withdrew from the state a month 
ago because of the passage of the valued 
policy bill. 

There is about $60,000,000 of insurance in 
the state carried by foreign companies, 
ellof which expires within the year. The 
policies are running out now at the rated? 
1,000 a week, and none of them ‘can be re- 
newed. Is is estimated that $10,000,000 
worth @{ property now covered by insurance 
Will be without protection. As a matter of 
course, this produces infinite trouble, and 
may resultin ruinous disaster. The Man- 


chester Mirror tays: 


‘‘An averege of one thousand policies expire 
each week, aud in this city we have not been able 
yet to learn of any individual who could get a re- 
newalin a foreign company. The condition is 
alarming. Our leading business men do not care 
a continental whether the new insurance law is 
right in principle or whether the com paniescan be 
nag in leaving the state. All they want to 

now is where they can get insured, They say tbat 
before the first day of January business in New 
Hempshire will be substantially ruined, without 
rome remedy which they do not now foresee.” 


This is about the situation in a nut shell. 
Savings banks are demanding settlements on 
mortgages on which insurance is part securi- 
ty. A card is published by a number of 
manufacturers who say that unless they can 
get insurance on their mills they will be 
forced to move out of the state. A move- 
ment is on foot to establish local companies 
to meet the emergency, and one has already 
been organized at Portemonth with $£200.000 
capiial. Lists are printed, however, of loca: 
companies that have gone into bankruptcy 
and left their customers unprotected. It is 
proposed by one paper that the state shall 
open an insurance department. The decided 
crift, however, isto have a conference be- 
tween the insurance men and a committee 
of citizens, and egree on a basis ofysettle- 
ment. When this is done the governor will 
call an extra session of the legislature, when 
the compromise bill will be prompt!y passed.

THE BAILBROAD BILL, 


Press Opinions About the Bill Mudifying 
the Powers of the Commission. 
From the Fort Gaines Tribune. ~ 
We are more than pleased that the senate has 


passed. the bill amending the railroad co 1 mission 
by a large majority.. The amendment rig ateously 
reetores to the railroads what very arbitrarily was 
taken from them—the right which all other Cor- 


porations have—of appealing to the courts of the 
commonwealth when necessary for their protec: 
tion. That such absolute and unlimited power 
shou!d have ever been reposed in any tilree mea, 
ever such vast interests,eecems matter for surprise. 
This power was given the com oners, it is 
true, at the time when the ignorant and senseless 
of “down with monopolies’’ was current The 
people and those interested now see the grave 
errois that wasthus committed, and the injury 
and wropg that was done to both railroads aud 
people, and rejoice that this amendment has been 
passed.

The bill passed by the senate last week, and 
which will be disposed of by the house in a few 
days, modifying the powers of the railroad com- 
mission, is attracting general attention, and the

THE PROIRACLED WET SPELL, 


Fears that it wili Injare the Cotton Orap-—- 
Reports frcm Southwest Georgia. 

The protracted wind and rain are beginning to 
Cause alarm among the cotton men. The memory 
of the fatal year of 1880, when it rained ‘from No- 
vember until February with scarcely a day’s inter- 
mission, is recalled by the weather of the past two 
weeks, Senator Sheffield, who has just returned 
from southwest Georgia reports that the farmers 
and merchants of that section are. very 
blue. He se ys that he inspected 
several bolls of cotton, and that there 
was, almost without exception, under each boil 
a dark rotten spot that will destroy at least one- 
quarter of the product of each boll. If the wet 


. weather continues there will be a disastrous fall- 


ing off. The people have counted on heavy crops 
and it makes them dismal to have the big yield 
threatened, 

Mr. Henry R. Harris, jr., who has a plantation 
in Calkoun county, has just received a letter from 
his superintendent who writes, that while the 
crop a few weeks ago was the finest he had ever 
seen, that it will not average, for the whole plan: 
tation, more now than last year.

A LOST LIFE, 


The Downward Movement of a Oace Em!: 
ment Preacher, 
From the St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 

Years ago, it is ssid, Logan Sleeper was a Baptist 
minisier in good standing, but for the last ten 
years he was atrampof the worst description. 
Each morning, between eight and nine o'clock, in 
old days, he called at @ grocery store between 
Fourth stréet and Broadway, on Christy avenue. 
He invariably had a bottle of whisky, which he 
called ‘‘the Lord’s wine,” and in it he steeped a 
loaf of bread, whichhe then munehed. Then 
he @sbambled about @the streets—walked can

in tattered desolation about his form, 

much the same in appearance failed to meet his 
shces, and left exposed the bare stockingless ex- 
panres Of skin and bone that passed muster for 
ankles. Fragments of linen tied at the neck with 
pieces of twine did duty as ashirt. Shoes world; 
too large for his shrieveled feet were held oa 
there by other pieces of twine. A cane or bludgz- 
eon was his constant companion, and 
thus he moved slong, without seem- 
ingly any reason ior. his existence and but little 
existence to give areason for. Wherever there 
was an nnusual gathering Sleeper could be found.

Street corner evangelists had 
him as an auditor and often as an assistant, for 
he would stand up on barrel or box and mauna- 
der forth his iceas of religion. When the 
liberal league was in its glory Logan 
visited it. Hescat there with hanging under jaw, 
as was his wont, both bw hands resting on his 
heavy staft. When the ‘Sissphemers had demol- 
ished to theirown satisfaction New and Old Tes- 
tement revelation the wreck tottered to his feet. 
He took upi the sophistries, pumetured them, rid- 
dled them? tore them into more tatters that flut- 
tered around his own person, and astonished 
every one by his eloquence. They forgot to jeer, 
for marveling at the gruesome

corpse had thrown aside the cerements of 
the grave ard found voice from out of its putre- 
fection. Sometimes he took up the pen and ut- 
tered a threnody in the press over some good 
Sararitan who had given him more than a cup of 
cold water for which the gospel promises reward. 
It was like a reminiscence of intellect. All this 
time he was literally soaked with whisky and 
was offensive to sight and other senses, 
though his manners were harmiess to the 
verge of stupidity. Onthe 8th he called at the 
Third district police station and asked for lodg< 
ing. He complained of being paralyzad on one 
side. He lay down on the floor with an overturned 
chair fora pillow, and slept all night asa child 
might in its mother’s arms.

The pamphlet is made up of twenty pages, 
even. It hes a greenish colored back, on 
which is a circle cut into four parts by two 
lines drawn atright angles, and across the 
intersections of these two lines is a large leaf. 

The book contains some peculiar passages, 


exd it is these passages which are causing the 
trouble in Atlanta, od 


The book appears to have been issued by a 
colony who call themselves the Faithists, and 
who have located ina valley in New Mexico. 


It is designed and intended to add to the nu- 
merical strength of the colony by inducing 
emigration, apd the emigration is sought from 


among young people or chi ‘ren. The colo- 
ny iscailed Shalam. On owe pa 

the = gue g: — 

“We are trtictly vegetarians, usi n 

flesh, butter nor milk; and we enjoy our diet owe 
work in group* and trequent'y chan e off, so that 
nO partcan be severe on anybody. But you must 
not lose sight of the fact that ours is a community 
not ior ourselves, but forthe children we are go- 
ing to raise, Wedo not pretend that we are the 
real thing. Our work isto prepare the way for 
thore who are to be grown up toit. We have no 
beer, wine or other liquor onthe plece. Neither 
can you heara word o wg sage in all Shalam. 
Our little temple of worship is openevery morn- 
ing for all who desire to go in and pray. You ask 
what you should bring. I should say 
clothing and _ bedding if ou have 
them: warm clothing and warm bed ing are nec- 
eseary alweys in a southern climate. But do not 
forget this, that if you come,and bring any thing 
give it elt in to the fraternity as soon as you 
sirive, boarding nothing for yourself. It is not 
because the fraternity needs ft, Or wants it; for 
you can give away al) ee have before you come if 
you cheose. They will wee og A you ii necessary. 
But po reifishness must manifest inan applicant. 
Ip regard to work, we have enough to do forany and 
allwco may come. We nave no rules compelling 
works. Settle up all your affairs with the world be. 
fore you come, Or you Can assign thesame to our 
outer council. Next, you ask us for our constitu- 
tion and: by-lews. Well, we have none, Neither 
have we avy leader or superintendent. 


Further on, in speaking of the American 
f 


peopie’s habits, the book says: 

‘Did you ever think how much the American 
people work for the animal world. To raise hogs, 
caitie, caives, mutton, te mh etc., constitutes 
belf of a farmen’s labor. Think aleo of the amount 
ofconrumption in grainand vegetables to feed 
there Were these farmers vegetarians, the 
could live well on hal/ the labor they now expend. 
Then, egain, when we contemplate the numberof 
butchers and traffickers in flesh, the scene be: 
comes truly sppalling. Were all these laborers to 
go intothe fields,and there cultivate vegetables 


_ and fruits, the price of living in the great cities 


wovid be reduced more than one balf. Then our 
people would begin to beciean and healthy. No 
smoellpox would molestthem. The desire lee in- 
toxicating drinks would pass away. 

The pamphlet presents what it calls
